Mrs. McKinley arrived atc the Union 
League Club somewhat in advance of the 
presidential party, escorted by Captain Mc- 
Williams. Two or three hundred people, 
waiting in the clubrooms for the begin- 
ning of the parade, crowded about the en- 
trance as the first lady of che republic 
waliked to the elevator. 

During the passage of the procession, 
Mrs. McKinley remained at an upstairs 
window of the clubhouse. 

The presidential party arrived at 1 
o'clock. As the distinguished guests alight- 
ed from theif carriages they were welcom- 
ed by Secretary Clark, of the Union League 
Club, and immediately taken to the review- 
ing: stand. A mighty cheer went up from 
the crawd as President McKinley took his 
Place on the stand, escorted by Alexander 
H. Revell. The following were among those 
on the president’s stand: Secretary and 
Mrs. Gage, Secretary Bliss, Secretary and 
Mrs. Wilson, Postmaster General Smith, 
General Miles, General Shafter, General 
Duffield, General Corbin, Samuel E. Morse,

In the Reviewing Stand. 


In the reviewing stand proper there were 
with the president General Miles, General 
Shafter, both in full uniform; Governor 
Tanner, Mayor Harrison and Chairman 
Truax, of the jubilee committee. The ad- 
vanoe of the parade after the presidential 
escorts had wheeled out of the line of 
march, was given to the veterans of the 
Grand Army, who were present in great 
numbers. Several of the posts carried gauzy 
old banners that had waved in battle thir- 
ty-five years ago, and to every one of the 
tattered flags the president called the at- 
tention of those about him, and every head 
was bare until] the flag had gone by. Behind 
the veterans of a former war came numer- 
ous civi] societies, rank after rank, until 
it seemed as though they would never end. 
Their gay uniforms, bright with warm col- 
ors, and their many banners of many hues, 
Stripes and sizes, made a brilliant and glow- 
ing panorama. 

Among them were the Clan Na Gael, of 
Chicago, in full force—500 strong—but with- 
out weapons. Not a man carried a rifle, not 
an officer a sword. As the ranks of the reg- 
iment went past the reviewing stand, a 
white gloved hand was at every cap, to 
Salute the president, and in protest it was

The 
Seventh infantry closed the parade, and its 
Solid, well-filled ranks were a long time in 
Passing. Its brilliant marching and wel! 
worn uniforms only added to the enthusi- 
asm and Colonel Kavanaugh and his men 
were greeted in a manner which they will 
never forget. 
President Goes to Clubhouse. 

Directly the Seventh infantry had passed 
the president left the reviewing stand, go- 
ing into the clubhouse. Three cheers were 
given him as he left, and three cheers 
were near to being the death signa] for 
many people. All day long the pressure 
of the crowd on the police lines at the 
two ends of the center of which the Union 
League clubhouse is situated had been 
enormous. Time after time the utmost 
efforts of the officers had been unable ‘to 
withstand the weight of the crowd. Their 
lines had been frequently broken and the 
officers were well nigh exhausted with 
their long hours of hard work. 

They opened their lines just as the 
crowd in front of the clubhouse was 
cheering the president, and the crowd, 
thinking some new excitement was on, 
hastened from both ends to the square 
toward the center. Seeing the awful crus! 
that must inevitably ensue, the police made 
desperate efforts to push the crowd bark 
toward the end of the square, but with- 
out avail. Detachments of soldiers and 
marines were hurried to their assistance, 
but in a short time they, too, were power- 
Finally, after desperate’ pushing, the 
marines managed to clear a small space, 
and forming in Une, they fixed bayonets, 
and standing shoulder to ehoulder, they 
tried to hold back the crowd. The thing 
was, however, beyond the power of morta! 
man. and seeing that the bayonets mu*” 
infallibly result in loss life if kept on 
the level, the marines snatched them off 
and then it was all over. Marines, s0)- 
diers and policemen were mixed 
in the crowd utterly helpless and lacking 
even the ability to raise their hands to 
their shoulders, so close was the crowd 
packed. Tighter and tighter the crowd be- 
came and then came from women and men 
cries of distress and calls for help. A large 
stand had been erected on the north side 
of the square opposite the clubhouse on the 
vacant ground upon which the new post- 
otfice is in course of erect.on. All along 
the edge of this stand hands were reached 
to the struggling crowd below and hun- 
dreds of men, women and children were 
dragged anyhow, everyhow by the arms 
and legs and collars into the stand above. 
Cloaks, overcoats and dress skirts were 
torn to shreds and in numerous instances’ 
torn complete:v from the body of the 
wearer as the rescurers above dragged 
them hastily over the railings.

Republicans Afraid They Will Lose 
Their Grip on Michigan, 


ASK WPKINLEY TO SPEAK 


He Will Probably Comply with the 
Request. 


GOSSIP ABOUT FIGHT IN REW YORK 


Roosevelt Stock Is Not as High as It 
Was When He Entered the Race 
and There Is Great Anxiety 
Among the Repub- 
licans.

Washington, October 19.—(Special.)—It 
leaked out at the war department today 
that Secretary Alger hag made an appeal 
to the president to make at 
speech in Michigan on his way back east. 
The appeal] was decidedly of the urgent 
variety and pointed out the grave neces- 
sity for help even in that state, which 
gave McKinley 57,000 plurality. 

It is represented by the republican man- 
agers on the scene that not only are 
several of the present republican districts 
in danger of being carried by the enemy, 
but that there ig a chance of the demo- 
crats carrying the legislature and even 


defeating Pingree. 

These are surprising admissions for re- 
publicans to make, but it is learned from 
the best of authority that they have been 
made, and that it is upon such representa- 
tions that the president has been urged 
to make a etop in Michigan, preferably at 
Detroit. Whether he has decided to do 
so is not known. It is, however, regarded 
highly provable that he will do so. 


Republican Anxiety for Roosevelt. 


Of course, there is great interest here 
in the congressional elections, but there 
is more talk of the fight in New York than 
of any other specific (pitést. The repub- 
licans do not attempt to cofreeal their anx- 
lety about Roosevelt's chances, though at 
first they were ioud in their protestations 
of certainty that» he would wipe up the 
earth with the democratic candidate. They 
are alarmed at the stories which the news 
columns of the New York papers tell, par- 
ticularly those papers which are more or 
less independent and which were with them 
in the presidential contest of 1896. They re- 
call that some of these, particularly The 
Herald, proved prophets in the mayoralty 
campaign last year and they do not at all 
like the tone of that paper now. 

The wise men among them are, too, 
greatly disquieted by the changes in the 
betting odds. This realiy das more signifi- 
cance than the most of the republican lead- 
ers are disposed to give to it. When Roose- 
velt Was nominated there was a loud hur- 
rah in the republican newspapers about the 
certainty of his election and for a day 
or two betting odds at 2 to 1 on Roosevelt 
were posted at those places where repub- 
lican money is usually handled. This is 
an old game of Platt’s. His theory is that 
if the peopl® can be made to believe a 
man is going to win a great many will go 
to him from the very human desire to 
getin the band and there is a 
good deai of sense in the theory. 

It Was Campaign Money. 

This early money was campa.gn money 
which Platt had caused to be put Of 
course, wherever he could get anybody else 
to help aim his gam} putting 
up outside money he was glad/to do it.

ROOSEVELT LOUDLY CHEERED. 
Republican Nominee Given a Rousing 
Reception in New York: City. 
New York, October 19.—The scene which 
greeted Colonel Roosevelt when he appear- 
ed on the stage of the Academy of Music 
tonight was one which caused him to stand 
by the speaker’s desk for fully fifteen min- 
utes, while four thousand men and women 
stood on chairs, waving flags and handker- 
chiefs and giving cheer after cheer for the 

republican candidate for governor. 

Throughout his speech there ‘was hardly 
a sentence he pronounced that did not call 
forth a cheer. General Benjamin Tracy 
and Seth Low also made speeches. 

Colonel Roosevelt spoke at two other 
meetings early in the evening, at which he 
received an enthusiastic greeting. 


RUSSIA GETS AHEAD OF ENGLAND 


Czar’s Troops Seize a Strong Point in 
a Chinese Province. 

London, October 20.—A dispatch from 
Shanghai to a London news agency says: 

“A Russian regiment occupied the town 
of New Chwan, province of Liao Tong, 
and the forts at the mouth of the river 
fLiiaou on October 15th, thus securing com- 
plete possession of New Chwan. The native 
troops fled without making any opposition, 
under orders from the empress dowager 
and Li Hung Chang. 

“A British gunboat was in the river at 
the time. Its non-resistance is regarded 
as the virtual British abandonment of the 
whoie of Manchuria to the Russians and 
gives Russia an invaluable strategic posi- 
tion. Great Britain is certain to lose the 
New Chwan trade, of which it has 80 per 
cent.’’

Denver, Col., October 19.—The supreme

~ At the Table with the President. 

The table of the president was placed 
across the hall, the nine reserved for dis- 
tinguished guests being placed at the side 
and directly in front of that at which the 
president was seated.

Mr. McKinley was seated at the right 
hand of Toastmaster MacVeagh, the others 
at the presidential table being Secretary 
Gage, Secretary Wilson, Secretary Bliss, 
Archbishop Ireland, Clark Howell, General 
Miles, Governor Tanner, ex-Vice President 
Stevenson, Admiral Brown, Captain Sigs- 
bee, Judge Emory Speer, General Shafter. 
Samuel Gompers, President Angell, of 
Michigan university, and President Nor- 
throp, of the University of Minnesota. 

One of the most striking momenis of the 
even ng was when Mr. Howell told of the 
incident of a confederate so'dier by whose 
side was buried his son, killed fighting for 
his country in the Spanish war. The ban- 
queters rose as one man and cheered to the 
echo, the ladies in the boxes waved hand- 
kerchiefe and the speaker was. unable to 
proceed for seve-al moments. Another 
great outburst of applause met Mr. Howell 
when he mentioned the name of Joseph 
Wheeler. 

At 10 o’clock the preliminary portton of 
the banquet having been disposed of, a rap 
from the gavel of Chairman MacVeagh 
claimed the attention of the guests. In a 
few well chosen words, he introduced Pres-* 
ident McKinley, announcing that he would 
reply to the toast, “Our Country.” It was 
several minutes before the cheering had 
subsided sufficiently to allow the president’s 
voice to be heard and when he was afford- 


his utterances being greeted 
vociferous applause: 


Speech of President McKinley. 


Pee wages Was the toast to which 
re nt McKinley responded. He said: 
It affords me gratitication to meet the 
people of Chicago and to pardecipate with 
them in this 
Patriotic celebration. Tpon 
the suspension of hostilities of a fore: 
war, the first i Ce nm 
n our thistory for over half 
@ century, we have met in a spirit of 
peace, profoundly grateful for the glori- 
ous advancement already made and earn- 
estiy wishing in tthe fina] termination to 
realize an equally glorious fulfillment. 

‘With no feeling of exultation, but with 
profound thankfulness, we contemplate the 
events of the past five months. They ‘have 
been too serious to admit of boasting or 
vain glorification. They have been so full 
of responsibilities, immediate and pros- 
pective, as to admonish the _ soberest 
judgment and counsej the most coLlserva- 
tive action. This is not the time to fire 
the imagination, but rather to discover jn 
calm reason the way to truth and justice 
and right, and when discovered to follow 
it with fidelity and courage without fear, 
hesitation or weakness. 

“The war has put upon the nation grave 
responsibilities, Their extent was not an- 
ticipated and could not have been well 
foreseen. We cannot escape the obliga- 
tions of victory. We cannot avoid the 
serious questions Which have been brought 
home to us by the achievements of our 
arms on land and sea. We are bound in 
conscience to keep and perform the cov- 
enants which the war has sacred@ly settled 
with mankind. Accepting war for hu- 
manity’s sake, we must accept all obliga- 
tions which the war in duty and honor 
imposed upon us. The splendid victories 
we have achieved would be our eternal 
shame and not our everlasting glory if 
they led to the weakening of-our original 
lofty purpose or to the desertion of the 
immortal principles on which the national 
government was founded and in ac- 
corGance with whose ennobling spirit it 
has ever since been faithfully adminis- 
tered, 

“The war with Spain was undertaken 
not that the United States should increase 
its territory, but that oppression at our 
very doors Should be stopped. This noble 
sentiment must continue to animate us, and 
we must give to the world the full demon- 
stration of our purpose. Z 

“Duty determines destiny. Destiny, 
which results from duty performed, may 
bring anxiety and perils, but never fail- 
ure and dishonor. Pursuing duty may not 
always lead by smooth paths. Another 
course may look easier and more attractive, 
but pursuing duty for duty’s sake is al- 
ways sure and safe and honorable. 

“It is not within the power of man 
to foretell] the future and to solve uner- 
ringly its mighty problems. Almighty God 
has His plans and methods for human 
progress and not infrequently they are. 
shrouded for the time being in impen- 
etrable mystery. Looking backward we 
ean see how the hand of destiny builded 
for us and assigned us tasks whose full 
meaning Was not apprehended even by 
the wisest statesmen of their times. Our 
colonia] ancestors did not enter upon their 
war originally for independence. Abraham 
Lincoln did not start out to free the 
slaves, but to™save the union. The war 
with Spain was not to our Seeking, and 
some of its consequences May not be to 
our liking. Our vision is often defective.

There must be a constant movement to- 
ward a higher and nobler civilization—a 
civilization that shall make its conquests 
without resort to war and achieve its 
greatest victories pursuing the‘ arts of 
peace. [n our present situation duty, and 
duty alone, should prescribe the boundary 
of our responsibilities and the scope of 
our undertakings. 

“The fina] determination of our purposes 
awaits the action of the eminent men who 
are charged by the executive with the mak- 
ing of the treaty of peace and that of 
the senate of the United States, which, by 
our constitution, must ratify and confirm 
it. We all hope and pray that the con- 
firmation of peace will be as just and 
humane as the conduct and consummation 
of the war. When the work of the treaty 
makers is done the work of the law 
makers will begin. The one will settle 
the extent of our responsibilities; the 
other must provide the legislation to meet 
them. The army and navy have nobly 
and heroically performed their part. May 
God give tpe executive and congress wis- 
dom to perform theirs.”’ 

South Is Well Sustained. 

The men of the south who have delivered 
addresses during the jubilee have won gol- 
den opinions. The speech of Judge Speer, 
of Georgia, at the opening meeting of yes- 
terday, was a revelation to those who 
heard it, and the address of Clark How- 
ell, of Atlanta, who responded to the sen- 
timent, “Our United Country, North and 
South,” was in all respects equal to that 
of the eloquent speaker from his state who 
had preceded him. 

It caught his audience and caught them 
hard. Mr. Howell spoke as follows: 

“Mr. Toastmaster, and My Fellow Coun- 
trymen: In the mountains of my state, 
in a ccunty remote from the quickening 
touch of commerce, and railroads and 
telegraphs—so far removed that the sin- 
cerity of its rugged people flows unpolluted 


‘from the spring of nature—two vine-cov- 


ered mounds, nestled in the solemn silence 
of a country churchyard, suggest the text 
of my response to the sentiment to which 
] am to speak tonight. A serious text, Mr. 
Toastmaster, for an oecasion jike this, 
and yet out of it there is life and peace 


.and hope and prosperity, for in the solemn 


sacrifice of the voireless grave can the 
@Ghiefest lesson of the republic be learned, 
and the destiny of its rea] mission be un- 
folded. So bear with me while I lead you 
to the rust-stained slab, which for a third 
of a century—sincé Chickamauga—has been 
kissed by the sun as it peeped over the 
Blue Ridge, melting the tears with which 
the mourning night had bedewed the in- 
scription; 


‘Here lies a confederate soldier. 
He died for his country.’ 


“The September day which brought the 
body of this mountain hero to that home 
among the hills which had smiled upon 
his infancy, been gladdened by his youth, 
and strengthened by his manhood, was an 
ever memorable one with the sorrowing 
concourse of friends and neighbors who 
followed his shot-riddled body to the grave. 
And of that number no man _=  gainsaid 
the honor of his death, lacked full 
loyalty to the flag for which he fought, or 
doubted the justice of the cause for which 
he gave his iife. ; 

“Thirty-five years have passed; another 
war has called its rolj of martyrs; again 
the old bell tolls from the crude latticed 
tower of the settlement church; another 
great pouring of sympathetic humanity, 
and this time the body of a son, wrapped 
in the stars and stripes, is lowered to its 
everlasting rest beside that of the father 
who sleeps in the stars and bars. 

“Phere were those there who stood by the 
grave of the confederate hero years before, 
and the children of those were there, and 
of those present no one gainsaid the honor 
of the death of this hero of El Caney, and 
none were there but loved, as patriots 
alone can love, the glorious flag that en- 
shrines the people of a common country 
as it enshrouds the form that will sleep 
forever in its blessed folds. And on this 
tomb will be written: 

‘*Here lies the son of a confederate soldier. 
He died for his country.’ 

“And so it is that between the making 
of these two graves human hands and 
human hearts have reached a solution of 
the vexed problem that has baffled human 
wil] and human thought for three decades. 
Sturdy sons of the south have said to 


their brothers of the north that the people | 


of the south had long since accepted the 
arbitrament of the sword to which they 
had appealed. And likewise the oft-repeated 
message has come back from the north 
that peace and good will reigned, and that 
the wounds of civil dissension were but 
ag sacred memories. Good fellowship was 
wafted on the wings of commerce and de- 
velopment from those who had worn the 
blue to those who had worn the gray. Nor 
were these messages delivered in vain, for 
they served to pave the way for the com- 
plete and absolute elimination of the line 
of sectional differences by the only process 
by which such a result was possible. The 
sentiment of the great majority of the peo- 
ple of the south was rightly spoken in the 
message of the immortal] Hill, and in the 
burning eloquence of Henry Grady—both 
Georgiars—the record of whose biessed 
work for the restoration of peace bei ween 
the sections becomes a national heritage, 
and whose names are stamped in enduring 
impress upon the affection of the people 
of the republic, 

“And yet there were still those among 
us who believed your course was polite, but 
insincere, and those among you who as- 
sumed that our professed attitude was sen- 
timental and unreal. 

“Bitterness had departed, and gectional 
hate was no more, but there were those 
who feared, ev2n if they did not. believe, 
that between the great sections of our 
greater government there was not the 
perfect faith and trust and love that both 
professed; that there was want of the 
fait: that made the American revolution a 
succeesfu] possibility; that there was want 
of the trust that crystallized our states 
into the crigina] union; that there was lack 
of the love that bound in unassailable 
strength the united sisterhood offstates 
that withstocd the shock of civil war. It 
is :rue this doubt existed to a greater de- 
gree abroad than a: home. But today the 
mist of uncertainty has been swept away 
by the sunlight of events, and there, where 
doubt cbscured before, stands in bold re- 
lief, cOmmanding the <ssimiration of the 
whole world, the most giorious type of 
united strength and sentiment and leyal- 
ty known to the history of nations. 

“Out of the chaos of that civil war had 
risen a new nation, migihty in the vastness 
of its limitless resources, the reualities 
within its reach surpassing the dreams of 
fiction, and eclipsing the fancy of 
fable—a new nation, yet rosy in the 
flesh, with the bioom of youth upon its 
cheeks and the gleam of morning in 
its eyes. No one questioned that commer- 
cial and geographic union had been ef- 
fected. So had Rome reunited its falter- 
ing provinces, maintaining the lNmit of its 
imperial jurisdiction by the power of com- 
mercial bonds and the majesty of the 
sword, until in its very vastness it col- 
lapsed. The heart of itspeople did not 
beat in unison. Nations may be made 
by the joining of hands, but the measure 
of their real strength and vitality, like 
that of the human body, is itn the heart. 
Show me the country whose people are 
not at heart in sympathy ‘with its institu- 
tions, and the fervor of whose patriotism 
is not bespoken in its flag, and I will show 
you a ship of state which is sailing in 


shallow waters, toward unseen eddies of | equipped for the 


vncertainty, if not to the open rocks of 
dismemoerment. 

“From whence was the proof to come, to 
ourselves as well as to the world, that we 
were being moved once again by a common 
impulse, and by the same ‘heart that in- 
spire@ and gave strength to the hands that 
Smote the British in the days of the revo- 
lutiof&, and again at New Orleans: that 
made our ships the masters of the seas: 
that place@ our flag on Chapultepec, and 
widened our domain from ocean to ocean? 
How was the world to know that the burn- 
ing fires of patriotism. so essential to 
national glory and achievement, had not 
been quenched by the blood spilled by the 
heroes of both sides of the most desperate 
struggle known in the history of clvil 
wars? How was the doubt that stood, al! 
unwilling, between outstretched hands and 
sympathetic hearts, to be, in fact, dis- 
pelled? 

“If from out the caldron of conflict there 
arose this doubt, only from the crucible 
of war could come the answer. And, thank 
God, that answer has been made in the 
record of the war, the peaceful termina- 
tion of which we celebrate tonight. Read it 
in every page of its history; read it in the 
obliteration of party and sectional lines in 
the congressional action which called the 
nation to arms in the defense of prostrate 
liberty, and for the extension of the sphere 
of human freedom; read it in the conduct 
of the distinguished federal soldier who, 
as the chief executive of this great repub- 
lic, honors this occasion by his presence 
tonight, and whose appointments in the 
first commissions jssued after war had 
been declared made manifest the sincerity 
of his oft repeated utterances of complete 
sectional reconciliation and the elimination 
of sectional lines in the affairs of govern- 
ment. Differing with him, as I do, on 
party issues, utterly at variance with thie 
views of his party on economic problems, 
I sanction with all my heart the obligation 
that rests on every patriotic citizen to 
make party second to country, and in the 
measure that'ne has been actuated by this 
broad and patriotic pouicy he wiil receive 
the plaudits of the whole peopie, “Weil 
aone, good ana faitnfui servant.’ 

‘‘Portentous indeed have been the develop- 
ments ‘of the past six montns; the national 
domain has been extended far into the 
Caribbean sea on the south, and to the 
west it is so near the mamiand of Asia 
that we can hear the grating of the pro- 
cess which is grinding une ancient ceiéstial 
empire into putp gor the machinery of Civ- 
{lization and of progress. 

“In a very short whilé the last page ot 
this war will have been wriiten, except 
for the effect it will have on the future. 
Our flag now floats over Porto Rico, a 
part of Cuba, and Manila. It must svon be- 
Speak our sovereignty over the is.and of 
Luzon, or possibly over the whole Philip- 
pine group. It will, ere long, from the 
staff on Havana’s Moro, cast its shadow 
on the sunken and twisted frame of the 
Maine—a grim reminder of the vengeance 
that awaits any nation that lays unholy 
hands on an American citizen or violates 
any sacred American right. It has drawn 
from an admiring world unstinted applause 
for the invincible army, that under tropw 
suns, despite privations and disease, un- 
trained but undismayed, has swept out of 
their own trenches and routed from their 
own battlements, like chaff before the 
wind, the trained forces of a formidable 
power. It has bodily stripped the past of 
luster and defiantly challenged the possi- 
bilities of the future in the accomplishment 
of a matchless navy, whose deeds have 
struck the universe with consternation and 
with wonder. 

“But speaking as a southerner and an 
American, I say that this has been as 
naught compared to the greatest good this 


' war has accomplished. Drawing alike from 


| all sections of the union for her heroes and 
her martyrs, depending alike upon north, 
south, east and west for her glorious vic- 
tories, and weeping with sympathy with the 
widows and the stricken motners wherever 
they may bé, America, imearnated spirit 
of liberty, stands again today the holy em- 
biem of a household in which the children 
abide in unity, equality, love and peace. 
The iron stedge of war that rent asunder 
the links of loyalty and love has welded 
them together again. Ears that were 
deaf to loving appeals for the burial 
of sectional strife, have listened and be- 
lieved wher the muster gung have spoKen. 
Hearts that were cold to calls for trust and 
sympathy have awakened to loving confi- 
dence in the baptism of their blood. 

‘Drawing inspiration from the flag of our 
country, the south has shared not only the 
dangers, but the glories of the war. In the 
death of brave young Bagley at Cardenas, 
North Carolina furnished the first blood 
in the tragedy. It was Vi¢tor Blue of South 
Carolina, who, like the Swamp Fox of tiie 
revolution, crossed the fiery path of the 
enemy at his pleasure, and brought the 
first official tidings of the situation as it 
existed in Cuba. It was Brumby, a Georgia 
boy, the flag lieutenant of Dewey, who first 
raised the stars and stripes over Manila. 
It was Alabama that furnished Hobson— 
glorious Hobson—who accomplished two 
things the Spanish navy never yet has 
done—sunk an American ship, and made a 
Spanish man-of-war securely float. 

“The south answered the call tO arms with 
| its heart, and its heart goes ollt with that 
of the north in, rejoicing at the result, The 
demonstration lacking to give the touch of 
life to the picture has been made, The 
open sesame that was needed to give in- 
sight into the tnue and loyal hearts both 
north and south has been spoken. Divided 
by war, we are united as never before by 
the same agency, and the union is of hearts 
as well as hands. 

“The doubter may scoff, and the pessi- 
mist may croak, but even they must take 
hope at the picture presented in the sg:m- 
ple and touching incident of eight Grund 
Army veterans, with their silvery heads 
bowed in sympathy, escorting the lifeless 
body of the Daughter of the Confederacy 
from Narragansett to its last, long rest it 
Richmond, 

‘When that great and generous soldier, U. 
S. Grant, gave back to Lee, crushed, but 
ever glorious, the sword he had surrender- 
ed at Appomattox, that magnanimous deed 
@aid to the people of the south: “You are 
our brethers.’’ But when the present ruler 
of our grand republic on awakening to the 
condition of war that confronted him, with 
his first commission placed the ieader’s 
sword in the hands of those gallant con- 
federate commanders, Joe Wheeler and 
Fitzhugh Lee, he wrate between the lines 
in living letters of everlasting light the 
words: “There is but one people of this 
union, one flag alone for all.” 

‘The south, Mr. Toastmasier, will feel that 
her sons have been well given, that her 
blood has been well spilled, if that senti- 
ment is to be indeed «the true inspiration 
of our nation’s future. God grant it may 
be as I believe it will.”’ 

Stevenson on the Presicent. 

“The President’’ was the next toast on 
the programme, and to that ex-Vice Presi- 
dent Stevenson replied. Mr. Stevenson's 
address was constantly interrupted by ap- 
piause. He said in part: 

‘“‘Not Chicago alone, but Illinois—the state 
that gave tne immortal Lincoln to the 
presidency and to the ages—bids you wel- 
come, Mr. President. 

“The incumbent of this_great office holds 
with unchailenged title the most exaited 
station known to men. Monarchs rule by 
hereditary right, or hold high place only 
by force of arms. The elevation of a citi- 
zen to the presidency of the United States 
is the deliberate act under the forms of 
law of sovereign people. As an aspirant he 
may have been the choice only of a politi- 
cal party; as the incumbent of the great 
office, he is the representative of all the 
people—the president of all the people. It 
augurs Well for the future of the republic 
when the American people magnify this of- 
fice; when they honor, as now, the presi- 
dent who has so ably upheld its dignity, so 
worthily met its solemn responsibilities, go 
patriotically discharged its exacting and 
imperative duties. 

“It is wel] that to the people was en- 
trusted the sovereign power of chvosing 
their chief magistrate. It is our glory in 
the t of more than a centruy, that 
none other than patriots—statesmen well

duties—have ever been chosen to the pres- 
idency. May we not believe that the past 
is the earnest of the future, and that dur- 
ing the rolling years and centuries the in- 
cumbents of the great office—the chosen 
successors of Washington and of Lincoln— 
in the near and remote future may prove 
the guardians and defenders of the consti- 
tution—the guardians and defenders of the 
rights of all the people.” 


Miles Greeted with Applause. 

Chairman MacVeagh paid an_ elequent 
tribute to the American soldier as he called 
upon the two men most prominent in the 
late war to reply to the toast, ‘“‘The 
Army.” 

The toast was drunk amid wild enthusi- 
asm, cheer after cheer ringing through the 
hall as General Miles rose to speak of the 
volunteer. Every allusion to the deeds per- 
glorious deeds of the American regular and 
formed by the American fighting men was 
greeted with another vocal outburst and 


the frantic Waving of napkins and hendkey- 
chiefs. . | ' 
Shafter Pleads for Larger Army. 
The welcome extended to General Shaf- 
ter, who followed the address of General 
Miles on the same Subject, was greeted 
with no less acclaim than that accorded 


to his superior in rank. His address was 
as follows: 


“No one can recall the devotion to dut 
and the glorious deeds of our small abmy 
from the date of its organization unti; tne 
present time without a sense of pride in 
race and country. I believe that the re- 
Pugnance to a standing army of consiJcr- 
able size is rapidly growing less. And, tow 
,that we are broadening our sphere o/ ac- 
tion and adding to our broad domains the 
islands of the sea, the necessity of a con- 
siderable increase in the armed forces of 
ope country must be apparent to all think- 

ng men. It should be a source of great 
pride to every patriatic American that dur- 
ing our whole existence as a nation the 
army of the United States has always 
been faithful to its trust, and with its 


record in the five wars in which it has. 


been engaged, to Say nothing of the con- 
Stant warfare against hostile savages, it 
presents a record to the American people 
of which it can be justly proud.”

Gage on “Our Future.” 

The glories of ‘“‘Our Future” were dilated 
upon by Secretary Lyman J. Gage, who 
cast the nation’s horoscope as follows:

Having for many 
days traveled with our honored guest, the 
president of the Unted States; having 
witnessed the enthusiastic receptions 
everywhere given him, I have looked for- 
ward with a suppressed excitement to this 
time when my vuwn city of Chicago should 
greet and we.come h.m to its hosvitalhities. 
{ have not been disappointed. Hverywhere 
expressiong of confidence and affection: for 
bim have been most gratifying. By every 
token the people have evidenced the.r patri- 
Otic regard for the man who now’ stands 
forth as the embodiment of the dign.ty 
and power of the nation. 

“In committing to me a question so far- 
reaching as is the future of our country, 
the chairman has assumed that the respon- 
dent possesses mystical qualittes much 
deeper than those claimed by -that w.zard 
of the north, who professed to foretell only 
= darkening fottune of a single Scottish 
clan, ; 

“The future furtunes vif a great nation 
cannot be so easily cast. At any given 
time the living generation can take ac- 
count of its present situat.on as compared 
with its historical past and possibly uis- 
cover the trend or direction of the material, 
moral and po.itical forces wh:ch are carry- 
ing the national life onward. But under- 
neath all that-is observable there may be, 
and often are, unrecognized influences more 
powerful in shaping final destinies than 
those that are opened to the obseryation. 
The three mllions of the colonial period 
were long affected, though unconscious of 
it, by that stream of tendencies which 
found its final result in the separation of 
the co.onies from the mother land. 

“An Englishman is quoted as saying: ‘In 
1950 the United States of America w ll have 
a population of 250,000,000 and will be able 
to crush any people of the earth, except 
perhaps the Slavs.’ In his estimate of our 
future power he misconceived the use of it. 
It is not our mission to erush any people. 
It ig ovr mission to enlarge, to liberate, 
to set free. The foundation stone upon 
which this great social, politica! structure 
rests is the rightS of the individual man. 
Over him, the man, sacred in his person- 
ality, however poor he be, is lifted up the 
protecting argis of the constitution and the 
laws. No king, no potentate, can rob him 
of this fundamental distinguishing principle 
of American citizenship.” 

Immediately after ¢he conclusion of the 
banquet President McKinley was driven to 
the residence of Lafayette McWilliams, 
where he spent what was left of the night. 
Tomorrow he will address a gathering of 
railroad men in the armory of the First 
infantry, and tomorrow night he will leave 


for Washington.

Warren, ©0., October 19—Word comes from 
Newton Falls that Dr. C. O. Probst, of the 
state board of health, is convinced that 
Miss Blanche Beck, of Paris township, who 
recently arrived from Mississippi, has gen- 
uine yellow fever. Miss Beck is showing 
all symptoms of the disease and ts rap dly 
growing worse. Strict quarantine regula- 
tions are enforced and it is believed but 
few persons have been exposed. 
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Investigating Virden Riot. 


Springfield, Ill., October 19.—The grand 
jury at Carlinville, I., today commenced 
investigating the Virden riot with a view 
to ind.cting the guilty parties. Fifteen 
prominent citizens of Virden were sum- 
moned as witnesses.

Surgeon Frye Condemns Methods 
in Vogue in Army Hospitals 


LIGHTS ARE TURNED ON 


Witness Declares That Contract Physi-~ 
cians Are -Wholly Incompetent, 


ALL THE EVIDENCE NOT ALIKE 


War Investigating Commission Fins 
at Jacksonville Evidences of Dis- 


satisfaction as to the 
Conduct of the Sick 
Department. 


Jacksonville, Fla., October 19.—The war 
investigating commission held its sessions 
in the city hall today, examining a large 
number of regimental and other officers. 

One of the most outspoken. witnesses of 
the day was Dr. Frye, of the Third division 
hospital. He condemned some of the meth- 
ods in vogue in the hospitals and said that 
in many cases the contract physicians and 
members of the hospital corps were incom- 


petent. 

The commission has decided that one of 
{ts members should be in the commission's 
office at Washington and Colonel Denby 
has been designated at this service. He 
was selected largely for the reason that 
his health has mot been so robust here as 


in Washington. 

Major Noble H. Creager, depot quarter- 
master, was the first witness on the stand 
today. He said there had never been any 
serious shortage of supplies in the Seventh 
corps and he was sure there had been no 
suffering caused by a deficfency of supplies. 
In the beginning of the history of the camp 
there had been some complaint as to the 
quality of clothing, but there had been an 
improvement in this respett in recent 
months. He had also had some little diffi- 
culty in securing a prvuper assortment of 
sizes. but had been able. to meet the de- 
mands of the men in this respect. 

Major Creager was followed by Congress- 
man James R. Campbell, colonel of the 
Ninth Illinois volunteers, who was ques- 
tioned in regard to the genefal treatinuent 
of the troops in the. field and asked for 
suggestions for the benefit of the service. 
He spoke in complimentary terms of the 
administration of the officers of the army, 
saying that requisitions of all kinds had 
been promptly filled and that the quality 
of the articles supplied was generally good. 
There had been some comp!/aints, however. 
as to the character of the refrigerator beef, 
hut investigation had developed the fact 
that while the meat. had been >received in 
good order, it had spoiled because of ex- 
posure in hot weather. The difficulty was 
overcome by exchanging the beef for ham. 
No fresh heef is now being taken by the 
regiment 
Sickness Caused by Drilling in Dew. 

Colonel Campbell expressed the opinion 
that the principal cause of sickness in the 
camp was the drilling in the early morning 
when the dew was on the ground. He had 
no suggestions to make beyond a request 
that his regiment be supplied with the 
Krag-Jorgensen rifles, as his regiment had 
He 
also complained of the red tape methods 
of the army, but made no specifications. He 
said there were very few of his men who 
were now homesick. 

Lieutenant Monroe, acting commissary of 
the Ninth Illinois, was «questioned in re- 
gard to the quality of rations. He said 
there had been no difficulty except. as to 
the fresh beef and agreed with Celone!l 
Campbel] that there had been no trouble on 
account of the meat since the arrangement 
had been made to issue cured hams instead 
of beef. Lieutenant Tolliver, quartermaster 
of the same regiment. also testified favor- 
ably as to the quality and quantity of the 


supplies reaching the command through 
his office. He thought the tent material 
poor, but made no requisition for other 
tents. 

Dr. R. D. Frye, :najor and executive 


officer of the Third d'vision hospital, testi- 
the Second 


fied as to the management of 
division hospital at Montauk Point, from 
which place he was transferred to ths 


camp and the military haspita! at Fort Me- 
Pherson, Ga., where he was also stationed 
for a time. He said the Montauk patients 
had lacked for nothing and were excellent- 
ly taken care of by both physicians and 
nurses. At Fort MePherson there were at 
ome time 925 patients. There was no ma- 
terial shortage in drugs at this point, but 
occasionally “there was a slight deficiency 
which was quickly overcome. Speaking of 


i the hospital in which he is engaged here 


he said the location was ag good as could 
be gecured in this vicinity, but that 
general surrounding wéve not suitable to 
hospital service. At times the hospital had 
been slightly overcrowded, as many as 
seven or é@ight men beng occasionally 
stored in one tent. This was due to emer- 
gency. The patients, however, had been 
wel cared for by both physicians and 
nurses, and the hospital supplies were 
abundant and good. Many of the nurses 
‘were females. They were generaily very 
competent. There was always one nurse on 
duty for every three patients on the aver- 
age. Up to date 1,700 patients had been 
treated at the hospitals. There had only 
‘been three deaths, about 90 per cent of the 
cases being typhod fever. This was a 
smaller percentage than the average mor- 
tality in civilian hospita's. 
Discussed Typhoid Fever. 

Dr. Frye spoke of tne causes for the 
prevalence of typhoid fever in the Jack- 
sonville camp He attributed it largely to 
the age of the men, young people being 
more susceptible than those more ad- 
vanced in age to this disease. He also 
thought much was due to the carelessness 
of the men themselves. 

Dr. Frye said that in all the hospitals with 
which he had been connected there had 
been a deficiency of bed linen. This had 
been especially true at Fort McPherson. 
There had been orders to prepirre beds 
there for 1.00 patients, but th's demand bad 
by no means been met. The hospital here 


| had also been short of lighting tacilities. 


There was not a sufficiency of candles or 
Janterns. Reqyisitions had been made for 
them, but they could not be secured from 
the government stores, owing to the con- 
struction of orders. Hence it was neces- 
gary to depend upon the Red Cross So- 
ciety for these articles. 

Dr. Frye expressed the opinion that in 
several cases convalescents had been sent

ficient supervision, to ignorance of physi- 


ciahs and to a desire to clear the wards of 
the hospitals for new patients. 

Dr. Frye spoke in very uncemplimentary 
terms of the men engaged in the hospital 
corps, saying they had been picked up at 


random over the country and were gener- 


ally ‘a seabby looking lot,” not’ fit to 
adorn any walk of life, He also spoke dep- 
recatingly of the contract surgeons, saying 
that he would not be willing to trust his 
family or friends to 8 per cent of them. 

“Muny of them,” he said, “are recent 
graduates from medica] institutions, and | 
do not consider the average medical grad- 
uate capable of taking charge of from 
twenty-five to fifty typhoid fever cases. 
There was no proper opportunity for con- 
sultation with superior officers, as the latter 
were, as a rule, so generally occupied with 
their administrative duties as to prevent 
their giving close attention to professional 
matters unless especially called upon.” 
Wanted Experienced Men in Hospital. 

He considered this system. wrong and 
expressed the opinion that there should 
be more supervision in serious cases In the 
hospital on the part of experienced men. 
In reply to a request from General Dodge, 
Major rye gave his opinion as to the Origin 
of the popular excitement concerning con- 
ditions at Montauk Point while the troops 
were stationed there. He said that from 
& to 75 per cent of-the men were sick 
when they landed. there and that insuffi- 
cient provision had been made for them, 
As a consequence many were compelled 
to lie upon the bare ground and they nat- 
urally suffered from exposure. He also 
asserted that the reporters of Many news- 
papers had been sent to the camp.under 
instructions to find all that was bad and 
nothing that was good. ? : 

“Do you know this of your own personal 
knowledge?” he was asked, and-he replied: 

‘No, but I was told it by men who talked 
with the reporters.” * 
‘Colonel Dows, of the Forty-ninth Iowa 
regiment, followed Dr. Frye, and he was in 
turn followed by various members of his 
regiment. Colonel Dows said there had been 
no deficiency in the commissary supplies. 

“The men have the regular army ra- 
tions,’ he said, “and if they have not had 
enough the fault Is theirs.” 7 

He had had some complaints against the 
meat, and in all cases the undesirable ar- 
ticle was exchanged upon application and 
without going through the form of .con- 
demnation. Speaking of the medical sup- 
plies Colone)} Dows said that a physician 
whom Governor Shaw had sent to the 
camp had spoken with surprise of the va- 
riety and quality of the medicines and med- 
ical appliances on hand. 

General E. B. Williston, in command of 
the First brigade of the Second division of 
the Seventh corps, was questioned about 
various points, having been stationed at 
Camp Thomas, Montauk Point, Anniston 
and other points before coming to Jackson- 
ville. He said the principal objection he 
had to Camp ‘Thomas, in Chickamauga 
park, was the fact that it was impossible 
on account of the formation of the ground 
to have sinks more than two or three feet 
in depth. There had also been an_ insuffi 
ciency of water in the beginning of the 
history of the camp. The water was taken 


trom wells, and while he did not believe the 
wells were contaminated from the surface, 
he tiough they had too muca 
magnesia in them to be  whole- 
some, He had found difficulty 
in getting suffielent water for stock at that 
‘period, but General Beynton had afger- 
wards constructed two wells in the vicinity 


of his camp, thus removing this objection. 

Spesking of the conditions at Jacksonville 
he said he did not see that any fault eould 
be found with either the administrative of- 
ficers or the service performed by them in 
either the medical, commissary and quar- . 
termaster departments. Most of his staff 
officers were volunteers, but he had found 
them very efficient. He had also found the 
troops in his.command splendidly equipped 
and had found the regimental officers es- ” 
pecially zealous to maintain the best san- 
itary conditions possible. - 

General Williston had been at Montauk 
from the 19th of August to*the 18th of 
September, and had superintended the de- 
barkation of the troops and the location of 
the infantry regiments in camp. 

‘Never,’ he said, “was a prettier camp 
pitched in the United States than was that’ 
camp at Montauk.”

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THB OWNERS OF THE COLISEUM 
race track’ have just escaped having an 
elephant on their hands jn the shape of a 
blacklisted race track. Had it not been 
for the arrival of Jack Prince this fal} and 
the fact that he made arrangements for 
Several races before tic knew of the black- 
listing there would have been no more rac- 
ing at the coliseum with the sanction of 
the League of American Wheelmen. 

This organization has charge net only 
of all the professiona] riders in the coun- 
try, but of all the tracks, and for every 
race that is held on a track it grants a 
sanction. The riders, managers and tracks 
are governed with the strictest kind of 
rules, the slightest infringements of which 
are severely punished. 

In this way cycle racing is one of the 
best governed and cleanest sports before 
the public. But it occasionally happens 
that there are fakirs who foo] the League 
of American Wheelmen, as well as the 
people, and Atlanta came very near being 
deprived of any more racing on account of 
these. Some time ago the League of Amer- 
ican Wheelmen granted a permit to J. 
Eaton to hold races at the coliseum. Eaton 
gave the races, but that is about al} that 
he @id give, except his promises to the 
riders, with whom he never settled. 

Eaton told the riders that he would pay 
them certain prizes for winning the race 
and advertised the same on his programmes. 
When a manager says that he will do any- 
thing, the League of Ame-ican Wheelmen 
will do everything in its power to make him 
fulfill his promises, but in the case of Jay 
Eaton the league had a hard task. If he 
made any money out of the races he took 
it away with him when he left Atlanta. 

The riders were never paid, ani they of 
course reported the matter to the” league. 
The league could.not make Eaton pay 
of course, but he was expelled both as a 
rider and a manager. Aftér Eaton had 
tried his hand a party by the name of 
Pickens thought he ceuld draw the crowds 
to see a lot of cheap riders compete, but 
he failed and it is reported thet he played 
the Eaton game and left without fulfilling 
all his promises. 

These two would-be managers came very 
near ruining the sport in Atlanta. The 
League of Américan Wheelmen could not 
get at them, but it immediately put the 
Atlanta track on the blacklist and notified 
Prince that he would not be granted a 


sanction to hold races on this track until ! 


the owners had settled-up the unpaid claims 
agairst Eaton and Pickens. The League 
of American Wheelmen does this to keep 
track owners from renting the track to 
irresponsible parties, and it is a very good 
rule in that it also keeps the public from 
being swindled with a lot of poor races 
such as were given by Eaton and Pickens, 
but in this case it happened to be a hard- 
ship on Jack Prince, who had gone to a 
‘lot of expense to arrange the races here 
this fall. 

Prince was innocent in the matter and 
did not even know that the track had been 
suspended untij he received notice from the 
League of American Wheelmen. He 
once’ wrote to the head cf the board ex- 
plaining matters and asking that he be giv- 
en the privilege of holding the races that 
he had arranged for. Yesterday he received 
a telegram granting him special permission 
to go on and held his races. It is doubtful 
if there is ancther race manager in the 
country who could have secured this per- 
mission from the League of American 
Wheelmen, and the people of Atlanta are 
indebted to Prince for having the suspen- 
sion of the track lifted. 

Prince is the only man who has succeeded 
in giving good racing in the south and it

is due to his personal efforts that the good ! 


riders will come south at all. Now that 
he has the permission of the League of 
American Wheelmen to hold races on the 
Atlanta track he has started on the wires 
again and is preparing to giv some of the 
finest races ever held in the country. The 
great match race next Monday night be- 
tween Starbuck and McDuffee will now be 


pulled off as advertised, and it will be one | 


of the greatest races ever held in this 
country. The result of this race will not 
only be witnessed by thousands of people 
in Atlanta, but will be watched for by all 
interested in racing throughout the coun- 
try.

He said 
at the close of the session of the court 
yesterday that he would make an investi- 
gation and find out where the blame is 


and then act. 

A number of witnesses have been absent 
from the court at this term when they, were 
wanted and some of them were before the 
judge to make excuses yesterday. Al- 
most invariably the excuse was that they 
had not been subpoenaed. 

Judge Candler was informed that the 
names of the witnesses appeared on the 
indictments, amd asked a number of ques- 
tions of Deputy Sheriff Maddox to know 
why they were not subpoenaed and at- 
tendant upon the court as they should be. 
Mr. Maddox did not give a satisfactory 
excuse to appease the anger of his honor, 
and Judge Candler commented.upon the 
situation. He said that he had never expe- 
rienced more trouble in the summoning of 
witnesses than he had at th‘s terin of the 
court. When asked about the trouble, he 
said: 

“I will make an investigation.” 

A large number of cases were disposed of 
yesterday by the court. The cases remain- 
ing are murder cases and some of them are 
very short, while others will take more 
time. 

Lewis, who killed Superintendent Haynes 
at the Prudential building in August, will 
be tried for murder. Lewis has not em- 
ployed a lawyer and the court named Mr. 
Arminius Wright to defend him, Lewis had 
been discharged from his work by orders 
of the general superintendent. This oc- 
curred in the morning.

They are charged with the murder of a 
comrade named Holland, who was shot 
while if their company early in August 
on Whitehall street. This trial wil] con- 
sume some time, as the evidence is circum- 
Stantial and there are a large number of 
witnesses. 

Holland was standing on the sidewalk 
with Pruitt and Farris, waen a pistol in 
the possession of one of the boys was 
fired and the ball passed through Holland's 
head. The boy prisoners claim that the 
pistol fell from its scabbard, and the ham- 
mer striking on the sidewalk, fired the 
cartridge, the ball of which passed through 
Holland's head. 

The other two prisoners to be tried are 
negroes, one for the alleged killing of a 
Small boy for 15 cents.

HAWTHORNE SPEAKS IN BOSTON. 


Uarge Audience Hears the Doctor in

Rev. J. B. Hawthorne. of Nashville, Tenn., 
and formeriy of Atlanta,*Ga., delivered an 
address before the Boston Social Union 
this evening, on the “Present Feeling in 
the South Toward the Federal Unicn and 
the People of the Nerth.” Tremont Tem- 
ple was crowded ard the doctor’s address 
captured his large audierce. 

After speaking of southern patriotism 
and devotion and the loyalty of the peo- 
ple of the gouth to the flag of the union, 
Dr. Hawthorne continued: 

The people of this couutry will never 
forget the day wnen an»ther G: orgian— 
that almost peerless child of genirs, 
that oratorical prodizy, that illustrious 
journalist, patriot and philanthropist, 
Henry W. Grady—stood before repre- 
sentative men of New England on an 
occasion not unlike the present, end 
pleaded for the restoration of brotherly 
confidence and affection with a fervor 
and eloquence that seemed to open a 
new trumpet-stop on the grand organ 
of human passion. 

That speech was a bugle call to the 
American people to’ get rid of their sec- 
tional animosities, prejudices and sus- 
picions, to come together in the spirit 
of mutual respect and confidence, and 
have not Only an external federation of 
States, but a forever-enduring union of 
hearts and hands. 

That call was the final message of a 
Christian patriot as he stood on the 
very border of the closely-curtained 
world, and almost heard the breathings 
of disembodied spirits within the veil. 
Doubtless you recall the fact that 
Henry Grady left that banquet hall 
flushed with fever, and that only a week 
later his great heart was still and his 
eloquent voice ‘hushed in death. He 
died literaily loving his nation into 
peace, 

The vision of restored harmony and 
fraternity which floated before the soul 
of the great Georgian, in that hour of 
patriotic zeal and mental illumination, 
is, thank God, no longer a vision, but a 
blessed reality. 

The snows that fall from heaven and 
crown our mountain peaks with resplen- 
dent beauty are not purer than the af- 
fection which Americans everywhere 
cherish for their great system of free, 
constitutional government. The breezes, 
laden with the rich perfume of our 
southern orange groves, are not sweeter 
than the fellowship which now holds the 
people of this once dissevered country 
in the embrace of a true and everlast- 
ing American brotherhood. ®

DEMOCRATS TO MEET AT GOLDSBORO 


They Will Consider the Social Question 
in the Eastern Counties—Gossip 
at the Headquarters. 


Raleigh, N. C., October 19.—(Special.)— 
Politics is at fever heat in“ North Carolina. 
The democratic rallying cry is, ‘‘White 
supremacy!” and unless all signs fail, it is 
a winner. The republicans and populist 
leaders are ceaselessly on the go here and 
there in the state, trying to reconcile dif- 
ferences and to make oi] and water mix. 

C. G. Bailey, who is not only a member 
of the republican state committee, but 
also of its committee to confer and trade 
with populists, makes the confession that 
they are “jumping the game.’’ Chairman 
Holton, of the republiean state commit- 
tee, tried to make it appear that Bailey 
was merely talking to deceive, but this was 
idle talk on Holton’s part, as the republi- 
cans are evidently worried by Bailey’s very 
frank confession, which was in answer to 
a question put by your correspondent. 

Postmaster Bailey here, a _ republican, 
says the repubiicans are nothing save for 
populist votes, and Oliver H. Dockery, Jr., 
republican candidate for solicitor, says, in 
his speeches, that whenever he says his 
prayers ne puts in a prayer for the popu- 
lists as the only reliance of the North Car- 
Olina republicans, and without whom there 
would simply be no republican party in 
North Caroiina., 

Feeling is intense and bitter. The draw- 
ing of the color line is complete. It is the 
Keynote of democratic success. The fusion- 
ists acknowledge this, for in the mass of 
literature they are pouring out they do not 
even attempt to deny their placing of the 
negro in power, but content themselves 
with endeavoring to show that the dem- 
Ocrats during their rule in the state ap- 
pointed some negroes to office. The pitiful- 
ness of the fusion defense is only equaled 
by its chiidishness. It is the democrats 
who are assaulting, and their attack is as 
sharp, aS daring and as insistent as that 
made by the American forces at Santiago. 

Your .correspondent today went to 
headquarters of the three parties and made 
inguiries as to the status of affairs. Dem- 
ocratic State Chairman Simmons said: ‘As 
to congressmen, 1 feel sure that Kitchen > 
in the fifth; Kluttz, in the seventh, and 
Crawford, in the ninth, will be elected. 
I believe Bellamy, in the sixth, will be 
eiected. Thomas has a very fair chance 
in the third. I think the chances are very 
promising for Small to defeat Harry Skin- 
ner in the first. As to the legislature, I am 
sure we will elect amajority in both 
branches,”’ 

The republican state chairman is out of 
town, but Secretary Hyams, of that party’s 
State committee, says: ‘There will be a 
solid anti-democratic congressional deie- 
gation. No district is doubtful. The legis- 
lature will also be anti-democratic.”’ 

Views of a Populist. 

The populist state chairman is also ab- 
sent, but Secretary Ayer, of the state com- 
mittee, says: ‘“‘l give you my views as to 
the congreSsional delegation. In the first 
district the combination (this is the word 
he uses in speaking of ihe fusion of repub- 
licans and populists) will elect Harry Skin- 
ner, and in the second, George H. White 
(colored) will.be -elected. The democrats 
will next week put up Dr. Mercer as their 
Candidate in the second district. In the 
third Fowler bas a good chance. I think 
there is no doubt of his election. In the 
fourth I believe Jenkins will be the winner; 
in fact, I know it. The fifth is uncertain, 
but the chances are in favor of Adams. 
The democrats are making their biggest 
fight in the sixth district by red shirt or- 
ganization, threatening talk and money, but 
the chances are in favor of Dockery. The 
seventh is very close. Perhaps Caldwell has 
some advantage. In the eighth there is no 
doubt of Linney’s re-election. In the ninth 
Crawford’s record on the populist platform 
(which is the same thing as the demands 
of the Farmers’ Alliance) is an element of 
weakness. Many populists will support 
Pearson, though Boggs is the populist 
nominee. Pearson hus not yet been put 
on the official fusion tickets. You ask me 
as to the legislature, To this I answer that 
there will undoubtedly be an anti-democrat- 
ic majority as large as the present one. 
If the election be held quietly and with- 
out intimidation, there will be gains of 
populist members in both houses. I mean 
by this, that by agreement with the republi- 
cans We populists have more people nom- 
inated on the combination ticket than they 
had before. This will méan a small loss of 
membership by the republicans. There will 
undoubtedly be gains for the populists in 
the various counties’ in the fifth congres- 
sior.al district, which has now republican- 
populist fusion instead of democratic-popu- 
list fusion, which it had two years ago. 
There is bad feeling in Edgecombe. There 
are threats to kill our ex-state chairman, 
W. E. Fountain, there. This feeling may 
result in co-operation losses there, owing 
to the disposition of the cO-operative forces 
to preserve the peace: I look for a quiet 
election and believe all the present excite- 
ment will blow over. We may lose some 
counties; for instance, Mecklenburg and 
Cabarrus, which we carried two ‘years 
ago.” ; 

Ayer, it will be seen, admits fhat four 
congressional districts are doubtful. The 
fact is that the democrats are practically 
sure of two congressmen and it is rea- 
sonable to say will get three, while they 
have a certainty of a majority in the lower 
house of the legislature. 

On the’ 28th instant the democrats will 
have a mass meeting at Goldsboro, which 
will consider the social problem in the east- 
ern counties. This means the negro prob- 
lem.

It is understood that two or three of the 
roads will answer that they are ready and 
have been prepared for three years to join 
the other lines and build a new union pas-

Senger station commensurate with the 
city’s size and the great volume of travel 
which daily passes in and out. The South- | 
ern railway, the Central of Georgia and the 
Atlanta and West Point have been ready for 
a long time to unite with the Western and 
Atlantic, the Georgia and the Seaboard 
Air-Line in a project to erect a large and 
handsofMme structure.

AFTER COWEN AND MURRAY. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
Will Investigate Charges. 
Receivers Cowen and Murray, of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio, are to be investigated ‘by 
the interstate commerce commission for 

secretly cutting rates. 

The investigation is the result of the boy- 
cott put upon the Baltimore and Ohio by 
the roads in the southwest, those belonging 
to the Southewestern Freight Bureau. 

A few weeks ago Chairman Campbell, of 
that bureau, ordered the lines in the as- 
sociation to withdraw al! divisions with the 
Baltimore and Ohio and to accept no 
freight which had come over that road at 
anything less than ful! loca! rates. That 
knocked the Baltimore and Ohio out of the 
southwestern business because the bureau 
lines were instructed to have nothing to do 
with any road which co-operated with the 
3altimore and Ohio on anything less than 
full local charges. 

Both the Baltimore and Ohio and the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Southwestern were impli- 
cated and the boycott applied to both of 
them. The evidence against them showed 
that they had been secretly cutting rates 
on freight carried by them from Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore and Cincinnati to East St. 
Louts and Chicago and destined for points 
in Texas and elsewhere west of the Missis- 
sippi river.

At the conclusion of the testimonial ser- 
vice Dr. Bigham made a short addrese of 
welcome to the delegates and visitors on 
behalf of the ladies. He told the ladies how 
glad Atlanta was to have them as her 
guests and said Trinity church should feel 
proud that it had been chosen as the place 
of meeting. He wished a session of the 
convention could be held in each Methodist 
church in the city. He said that he hoped 
the prayers and labors of the ladies of the 
Atlanta Woman’s Home Mission Society 
would result in making the convention’s 
session in this city a grand success. 

Dr. Stradley, pastor of Trinity church, 
then made a few remarks of welcome on 
behalf of Trinity church. He spoke of the 
delightful reception which had been tén- 
dered the ladies at the residence of Mrs 
George Muse on the previous evening, and 
said he was glad to voice the sentiments 
of the greatest church, in some respects, 
in Methedism. He said the ladies had been 
preparing for the meeting for a long while 
and desired to express his interest in and 
sympathy for the excellent organization. 

Mrs. Turner, president of the Missionary 
Society of Walker street church, made a 
short address of welcome, which was deeply 
appreciated by the delegates and visitors, 
She said: 

“In arranging the programme for this 
convention, the very pleasant duty of wel- 
coming you in behalf of the Atlanta work- 
ers to our city, to our homes and to our 
hearts has fallen to my lot. 

“Can I express our cordialty more strong- 
ly than to say that we are eo glad to have 
you with us—genuinely glad to see you. 
Mind you, this expression is strictly femi- 
nine. A welcome from the heart is like 
a ray of light—it is genuine, beautiful and 
unselfish. Such a one we extend to you on 
this occasion.

“As workers for humanity, imitating the 
example of the ‘sweetest spirit that ever 
wore earth about him,’ we welcome you; 
as sisters, animated by the same love, 
impelled by the same sense of duty, we 
welcome you. Not with smiles alone and 
empty words, but with open hearts which, 
we trust, have been softened with a Sa- 
vior’s love; with open homes, which breathe 
a Christian atmosphere, and with generous 
hospitality made possible by a loving Fa- 
ther'’s gift. 

“And for this we expect to be repaid in 
the inspiration we wil] receive from fric- 
tion of mind and further knowledge of our 
work. Your presence will be a benediction 
and the memory of your stay will be a 
charming recollection. 

“In conclusion, let me say, with some de- 
gree of egotism perhaps, that the best wo- 
men in Atlanta extend to the best women 
of Georgia a most cordial welcome. And 
for all we claim to be Christian workers, 
we still have enough of the Atlanta spirit 
about us to promise great things. Ask for 
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what you want, as your right, and it will 
be forthcoming.” 


Mrs. Jones Responds. 


Mrs. Sam P. Jones responded to the ad- 
dress of welcome and spoke as follows: 

“It gives me pleasure to represent the 
delegates of the Home Mission Society in 
response to the most pleasing and cordial 
address of welcome delivered in behalf of 
the ladies of Atlanta by Mrs. Turner. 
A welcome to the queen of southern cities, 
and to its elegant and cultured homes would 
be a compliment and an exquisite pleasure 
to any company of women on any mission, 
but our pleasure is intensified by the be- 
lief that beyond the personnel of our body 
of women the blessed mission on which 
we come and the sacred work of our dear 
Master receives a welcome to the hearts 
and heads and homes of the good women 
of Atlanta. It is not an unusual thing, 
neither is it an innovation upon custoins, 
that a reception and cordial] welcome and 
honorable entertainment should be given 
women who represent earthly conquests 
and come in the name of wealth, palatial 
homes and high social] title or musica] or 
literary fame; but it is the gift of a 
modern age and sos prophecy of better 
things to this old sin-cursed and sorrow- 
stricken world, that woman who has so 
long been a silent spectator, looking with 


actively waged by her opposite sex, should 
at last come to her God-given place as a 
co-worker in thought, spirit and action 


from sin and suffering, and that she should 
receive a cordial welcome from the pastors, 
churches, homes and hearts of a great city 


ters,- I gratefully acknowledge this 
hearted welcome by the women of Atlanta. 
“I congratulate you that we have lived 


worthy to be among the members of this 
society, which has for its object the hous- 
ing of the soldiers of the cross—a living 
ministry to the sick and wounded of the 
army and a balm for the bleeding heart, 
and a word of cheer to the soldiers in ac- 
tive battle. I acknowledge most gratefully 
your kindly greeting and tender of your 
generous hospitality. As we introduce our- 
selves to you it will be our hope to bring 
before you more fully our work and our 
mission to your city. In behalf of each of 
my visiting sisters I quote from St. Paul, 
Romans xvi: 

‘“*T commend unto you Phoebe, our sister, 
which is a servant of the church, that ye 
receive her in the Lord as becometh saints 
and that ye assist her in whatsoever busi- 
ness she hath need of you, for she hath 
been a succorer of many, and of myself 
also.’ 

‘“T commend these visitors as St. Paul 
did Phoebe, as the servants of the church— 
distinct from the women who are servants 
of the world. It is not our work to discuss 
plans for building club houses, dancing 
halls, ecard rooms and entertainment halls 
in order that we may add to the world’s 
carnival of sports and @issipation and to 
leaders in sinful revelry. Too many of our 
women have enlisted in this work to de- 
bauch our husbands, and sons and make 
unhappy the hearts and homes of thousands 
of our sisters. Our Work is to build homes 
for the men of God who bring to us good 
news of glad tidings of salvation. We are 
not here to diseuss plans for furnishing 
¢wine, punch and champagne for woridly 
and sinfu] gatherings and thereby bring 
ruin upon our homes. Enough have already 
served at these tables, and enough of sor- 
row and sadness is following in their reck- 
less course. It is ours to carry the balm 
and consolation of the wine of joy into 
the homes of the poor and suffering. It is 
not our work to discuss the latest styles 
of dress—in what we and our daughters 
are to appear at the lustful halls of revelry 
where our womanly modesty and virtue 
are destroyed. Far too many of our women 
are devoting themselves to this work to 
render our girls giddy and godless and to 
unman our sons and unfit them for the 
higher offices and duties of life. Our work 
is to discuss plans for clothing the poor 
and helping the destitute so that they may 
meet the blasts of the coming winter. We 
do not meet to discuss the plans of receiv- 
ing according to the best social forms the 
fashionable who come to display the follies 
of dress and the extravagancies of society. 
Too large a number of our women are de- 
voting themselves to these foolish rounds 
of useléss follies It is our work to make 
comfortable the little parsonages and to 
give a warm welcome to our pastor and his 
humble family that they may bring peace 
to the homes and hearts of our people. 
Welcomed by the servants of the church 
and representing the servants of the 
church, let us join hands and hearts in 
an effort during our sojourn together in 
your city to advance our Master’s work. 

“With the prayer that we may find a 
blessing in each home we enter and that 
we may leave a blessing there, let me once 
more offer our sincere thanks for the hearty 
welcome accorded us.”’

. © programme at the ses- 
sion of the Woman's Home Mission Society 
last night in Trinity church. .It had not 
been advertised that Mr. Jones would 
Speak or there would thave been a larger 
audience. Ag it was the auditorium of tie 
church was about three-fourths filled, the 
audience ‘consisting in the main of the 
members of the society. 

In the absence of the president ef the 
Saciety, mea es Stradley, pastor of 
Trinity ghurch, presided over the meeting. 
A number of songs were excellently ren- 
dered by the choir of Trinity, Dr. Hinton 
made the opening prayer and Mr. Jones 
was introduced by Dr. Stradley. who said 
that the could not introduce the speaker ag 
a colonel because he was not a jayman-- 
not a doctor, because he was not a 
preacher. He therefore introduced him as 
“plain Sam Jones.’ 

In part Mr. Jones said: 

“I was introduced once. as one of the 
speakers in a local option contest, and the 
people were told that 1 was not on the 
fence, and they were right. I guess ‘he 
said so because 1 was a preacher, and 
preachers are hardly ever on the fence in 
any question. I have opinions in all mat- 
ters, and | ain’t afraid to talk right in 
meetin’ about ‘em, and that’s so. 

“And if any of you want to know how 
I stand on the question of the Woman’s 
Home Mission Society you can-do it. Go 
ask God, and when He has given His 
answer don’t come back to me—just put 
me down on his side; go ask the Son of 
God and find out where He stands on 
the subject, and you need not come back 
to me—just put me down on His side; go 
ask the noble mothers and the thousands 
Of g00d women which side of the fence 
they are on, and you needn’t look me up— 
just put me down on their side 

“[ am not afraid to be on the side of 
the women, God bless them, good women 
are always right. I want to live and die 
on the side of the g00d women in this 
world, and when I die and breath leaves 
this old body I want jt to rest in the neck 
of the woods where they are sleeping. I 
don’t care where the women stand, I am 
With them. 

“And let me tel] you something right 
now—I never speak against the good wo- 
men and the Salvation army. You never 
heard me talk against these two classes 
of people in your life, and you never will. 
Do you hear what I am talking about? I 
believe they have more religion than any 
of the rest of us, and they have the best re- 
ligion. I mean they practice jt better. 

“And the only reason the women are 
only now being recognized in the churches 
is because they have only recently begun 
to organize in their noble work. Suppose 
we had out yonder in the yard a lot of 
scrap iron. Men get to work on it and 
the first thing you know it ig made into 
a steam engine out here on the tracks, 
and here is a man at the throttle. Watch 
the throttle. Twhat is the thing to keep 
your eye on. When he touches it the 
engine sweeps off down the track at a 
speed of forty miles an hour, carrying 
freight with ease. That is what organ.za- 
tion and skill) and system and work 
will do. 

“When you go to organizing your socie- 
ties you have got to have the various 
s of your madcaine working in perfect 
order. Suppose the Home Mission Society 
was a locomotive. Some good sister would 
want to be the driving wheel, that is what 
pushes the machine. Then some good sis- 
ter would want to be the cylinder, that is 
where the power is, and some of you 
would want to be the whistle and ¢0 
through life hollering the praise of God. 
And some old sister would want to be the 
throttle, because she would imagine that 
the locomotive could not move without 
her. 

“Rut let me tell you now, sisters, that 
the coal is the thing that moves the lo- 
comotive. You have got to be the servant 
whd the drudge if you want to be ac- 
tive in the work of God, and you have gor 
to be in earnest in what you do and have 
your heart in your work if you want to 
accomplish anything. I remember one old 
sister who got up in meetin’ to pray, ani

the Lord had dropped a coal of fire as big { 


as the end of your finger on her she 
would have hollered ‘Ouch!’ right straight,

“Yes you have got to have the spirit of 
St. Paul while he was in the dungeon 
waiting for death. And he said, ‘Lord, I 
will have a light supper tonight, and I 
have got to sleep on these hard floors, 
and the chances are that I will get no 
breakfast tomorrow, and during the day 
1 will meet my death, but then, thank God, 
1 will take dinner in heaven with the Al- 
mighty: and the angels.’ 

‘That’s the spirit you've got to have 
Re the servant. Any church in the world 
ean at any time find a leader, but it cant 
always find some one to do the work. It 
is not the woman who is president of the 
societies nor the woman who is treasurer 
that does the most. work; it’s the woman 
who goes on the back streets and minis- 
ters like the angel that she is to the suf- 
fering of the poor, it’s the woman who 
receives the letter from the poor preacher 
in the mountains and who brings happi- 
ness to him and his family with her syb- 
stantial offerings given to them in the 
name of her Master. 

“I would rather have the intuition of a 
woman any day than the wisdom of a 
man. Wisdom goes through the big 
streets looking at the sign boards fur 
directions, but intuition goes through the 
alleys and the by-ways and geis there 
first. A woman who don’t know ‘how or 
why she knows things get there, and she 
can’t give anybody else very good direc-, 
tions about coming, but she can say 
‘Here I am,’ and she’s there, too, hear 
me talking. 


’ “If there is one thing my wife says to 


me more than anything else in the world 
it is ‘I told you so,’ and if there is one 
thing 1 hate to hear her gay more than 
anything else in the world it is that same 
phrase, ‘I told you so.’ And she says it a 
heap, I tell you. We are in the habit of 
calling women the weaker vessel, and Il 
reckon it’s because she ig really physically 
weaker than a man, and I believe it is be- 
cause of her dress and her tigtht lacing. 

“TI was in Tennessee once ahd 1 saw 
a woman who was forty years old and she 
had never in her life worn a woman's 
dress. She was sitting in the audience, 
and a friend of mine pointed out a fellow 
sitting in the balcony and said: “Do you 
see that fellow over yonder?’ I told him 
I did. ‘Well,’ said he, ‘he is a woman.’ 

“‘Oh, go away,’ said I, ‘you can't fool 
me.’ But I saw her next day—and 
she he was a_ farmer and =*had 
a fine farm, too. And he—she—was stout 
and healthy and was not much of a weaker 
vessel. And I said to myself it is wo- 
man’s dress that makes her the weaker 
vessel, 

“Why you talk about whisky and to- 
bacco ruining the constitutions of young 
men and bringing them to an early grave, 
but I can show you right here in Atlanta 
ten women for every man whose constitu- 
tions are ruined and whose health is under- 
mined because of tight lacing and bad 
dressing. Let’s fave better dressing, but 
don't let’s have less dressing. 

“Women have got to cutting down their 
dresses at the top for the ball room and 
cutting them up at the bottom for the 
bicycle, and I am getting seared. Your 
Home Mission Society has *got to take a 
hand in the matter and regulate the dresses 
of the women for them. And you are going 
to do it, too. Just make it fashionable to 
join your society and you will be all right. 
You can have any number of members you 
want and get them right now, too. If you 
have the faith that you can do what 
God wants you to do you oan capture the 
world for God. It is your confidence that 
has brought you this far. Why, I can re- 
member the time when we were prejudiced 
against women speaking out in meetin’, but 
that time is past; and lately I heard a 
woman preach a sermon which was as: 
fine as any that was ever delivered. 

“And when she got through I took off 
my hat to her. She was Miss Francis Wil- 
lard, and I said to myself that she was the 
finest pulpit orater I had ever heard. And 
Bin - sehamed at myself for setting 

yseir up as a preacher that I hardly could 
say grace when I got home. That’s true. 

[ don’t bel'eve man can do anything 
that woman ain't fit to do. Let them be 
queen, president, preachers, lawyers, doc- 
tors or anything else except the father of a 
family. And I never yet have seen a wo- 
man who I thought fit to be the father of a 
family. 

“I have traveled a good deal, but in all 
mv travels I have seen only one statue to 
a woman. And she did in her iife what 
you are doing now. .I speak of that noble 
Catholic woman, Margaret, of New Or- 
leans. She was but a baker woman, but 
she clothed and fed orphans all her life 
and before she died she had erected three 
of the largest orphan homes in the country. 

“And when her funeral procession passed 

p St. Charles street the men of that city 
eft their desks and stood in the streets 
bareheaded with bowed heads while the re- 
mains of the noble Catholic woman passed 
in honor of her and what she had done. I 
want you women here torm@ght to promise 
to broaden out. Trave] more and see more. 
Now look at me. I have been as far as 
the Tennessee line. 

“God bless you noble mothers and grand 
wives and precious daughters in your work. 
May you go on multiplying the numbers 
of your society until you have all the wo- 
men in your chwrches working with you 
for the glory of God and for humanity. And 
may you all make for yourself crowns of 
glory to wear in your heavenly home.” 

After his address Mr. Jones asked that 
all present subscribe to Our Home. the 
official organ of the Woman's Home Mis- 
sion Society, and a number éubscr:bed for 
one year.

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Atlanta Women Sbould 
Push the Ordinance 
of Mr. Mavson. 


Mr. J. L. Mayson, councilman from the 
first ward, has taken the first steps toward 
obtaining for women their rightful repre- 
Sentation on the city board of education. 
At the last meeting of council he intro- 
duced an ordinance providing that the pres- 
ent number of seven making up the board 
of education be increased to nine, and that 
the two new members be women. 

Although a nimber of gentlemen prom- 
inent in eclty government have, from time 
to cime, expressed it as their opinion that 
women should be represented on the board 
of education, none have substantiated their 
favor of the movement until Mr. Mayson 
introduced his timely ordinance Monday 
afternoon. The matter has been the sub- 
ject of enthusiastic comment among the 
representative women of the city,. and as 
@ unit they will work in the interes of 
having the ordinance passed. 

In an interview on the subject yester- 
day, Mr. Mayson said: “It has long im- 
pressed me forcibly that the efficiency of 
our school boards wou!d be increased by 
the representation on «hem of women, and 
I feel assured that if the women of At- 
lanta ask for this representation they will 
get it. 

“I have noted their strength in wumited 
effort since the success of their work in 
the exposition. The local charities thrive 
under the care of the women; it is the 
women who do the church work, and I 
have thought if some of their great energy 
could be developed in the interest of our 
public school system that it would mean 
the greater prosperity of that institution. 

“To give women representation on the 
board,”’ continued Mr. Mayson, would natu- 
rally increase their interest in the educa- 
t'onal work of the city, and if the women 
in Atlanta unite in calling for their recog- 
nition on the board of education, it is but 
just that they receive it.”

board. 

One of the first movements undertaken 
in the Atlanta Woman’s Club at its organ- 
igation was to create interest in favor of 
women being appointed on the board of 
education and a number of Atlanta’s most 
prominent women have been at work on 
that line for some time. Mayor Collier 
has on several occasions since in office 
not only expressed his favor of the move- 
ment, but expressed himself as thinking 
that women should rightly have repre- 
sentation on the board of education. 

Among the Atlanta women who will co- 
operate with Mr. Mayson in his progres- 
sive work in their favor will be Mrs. W. B. 
lowe, Mrs. J. K. Ottley, Mrs. W. P. Pat- 
tillo. Mrs. E. G. McCabe. Mrs. Charles 
Read. Mrs. Julia O'Keefe Nelson, Mrs. Al- 
bert Cox and the Atlanta Woman's Club, 
which includes a membershp of over 300 
women. 

Mrs. Pattillo, president of the club, said 
last night: “I am enthusiastic over what 
I consider the results of our work in this 
direction and I believe that Mr. Mayson’s 
ordinance will be the means of bringing to 
woman that right which has always been 
hera of representation on the board of 
education.’’

New York, October 13.—(Special.)—I have 
been to all the openings, and I have seen 
what fashion, the tyrant of femininity. de- 
crees that woman must wear this season. 
The dry goods and importing houses have 
vied with one another in the elaborate 
and alb the arts 
of the past and present in the makeup of 
gowns seem to be called in to cemplete 
the beauty of this season's fashions. 

Blue seems to be a popular color, but 
I noticed the very handsomest importations 
in fawn color and oftentimes gray. The 
latter is combined with a certain shade of 
yellow and is exquisite in effect. 

The cloaks are so elaborate in 
and finish that they almost conceal 
toilet underneath. Black silk velvet polo- 
naises reach to the knee and from there 
they are connected with a deep flounce of 
silk covered with handsome lace and em- 
broidery. These polonaises often open in 
front, displaying a small part wf the 
gown. The flounce is put on to similate 
a handsome black dress, though jit is noth- 
ing more nor less than a cloak cut a la 
polonalise. 

One of these particularly admired was 
a porcelain blue velvet, heavily embroid- 
ered in jet. A gown creating a great 
deal of admiration at a well-known im- 
porter's was of light gray cioth trimmed 
with black velvet embroidery or applique 
work. The skirt was plain in front and 
at the sides, and fitting like al! fashion- 
able skirts should closely about the hips, 
and the back hung in easy, graceful folds. 

This style accentuates the fullness and 
plumpness of the form to perfection.

Lafayette day was celebrated yesterday 
in the public schools of this city. Super- 
intendént Slaton, acting with authority 
from the board of education, had instruct- 
ed all the teachers to give one hour in the 
day for honoring the French statesman, 
and designated from noon until 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon as the time. 

This order was obeyed, and yesterday 
when the noon hour arrived the children 
laid aside their books for an hour and 
listened to interesting programmes. In ad- 
dition to the pleasure of the occasion it 
Was very instructive, as it gave the chil- 
dren an opportunity of learning a great 
deal of the man who came to America to 
aid in the struggle to throw off the British 
yoke of oppression. 

In all of the schools several grades were 
consolidated for the occasion and very in- 
teresting programmes were rendered. The 
exercises touched on both the private and 
public life of Lafayette in America and at 
his*home in France. In order to induce the 
pupils to learn more of the great statesman 
& number of teachers announced in advance 
that they would, within a short time, give 
the life of Lafayette as the subject of a 
composition, and many of the children took 
notes of what they heard. 

Major Slaton visited Formwalt street 
School and spent the entire time in visit- 
ing the: yarious rooms in which exercises 
were being held.

TIAMPTON WAS ARRAIGNED, 
convicted of murder and sen- 
Judge Candler to hang on No- 
just one hour and forty- 
three minutes yesterday afternoon. The 
trial is the quickest on record and the 
rapid'ty with which it was done surprised 
the court itself. 

There were four witnesses, and their 
testimony reqttired but forty-five min- 
utes, the jury was chosen in eight min- 
utes, the argument consumed thirty-five 
minutes, the charge took up five minutes, 
the jury was out just five minutes and 
thirty seconds, and the verdict was an- 
nounced in one minute. Judge Candler 
studied the calendar three minutes to se- 
lect a date, and he sentenced the con- 
demned man in thirty seconds, 

The case was the last heard yesterday, 
and wheneit was taken up it was not 
thought that the court would be able to 
firish the trial before the hour pf adjourn- 
men. It did, however, and made the 
eighteenth case tried during the day. 

Vade Hampton within the last few 
weeks has made himself notorious and es- 
tablished a reputation that will not soon 
be forgotten. He killed another convict 
named George Lofton while both were con- 
fined in the Chattahoochee Brick Com- 
pany camp, a few weeks ago, and the 
crime was such a (terrible one and showed 
such malice that the trial for murder 
was very decidedly against him. 

There were four witnesses—three for the 
state and one for the defense, who added 
little to mitigate the crime. Dr. Green, 
the plhysician for the camp, testified as 
to the crime. He said that Hampton in- 
flicted on Lofton nine stabs, any one of 
Which would have produced death. 

Two convicts who saw the murder tes- 
tified against Hampton. They said that 
Lofton and Hampton had been quarreling 
during the day and were talking in the 
prisoners’ quarters before the attack was 
made. They had a number of quarre!s, 
but nothing serious was expected, as they 
could not get hold of weapons. The night 
on which the crime was committed Ham »- 
ton called Lofton to him and told him he 
did not mean any harm. 

A few seconds later Lofton turned his 
head and Hampton struck him beside the 
head with his crutch, which he used in 
walking. Lofton fell, and as he was doing 
so Hampton caught him with his left arm 
and stabbed him in the heart nine times.

Mr. George P: Roberts argued the case 
for the defense, and asked the jury to re- 
turn a verdict with a recommendation for 
merey that the prisoner might obtain a 
life sentence, -

About twenty of them 
were perched yesterday afternoon on the 
top of the g¢ells, lilie a row of crows, a 
were singing hymns,.and it was not oan 
singing, elther. “Swing Low, Sweet (ha- 
riot,” “De Gospel Ship of Zion,” “The 
Promised Land" and other old-time sucred 
songs were sung with a zest, and an out- 
sider would never have believed that the 
singers were locked up in a prison. 

In the corridor for negro women there 
were about twenty prisoners and nearly 
all of them were stretched out on the 
floor asleep nearly all day Sunday. One 
was reading a copy of a dime novel and 
two were pewing buttons on their clothes. 

(Up stairs there were three white women 
—red-eyed,ssallow, jaded-looking creatures 
—who were begging to get out. Saturday 
night’s spree showed in their trembling 
hands and shaky voices. Of all the poor 
wretches in the city prison they were the 
most to be pitied, for thelr condition was 
miserable in the extreme.

NO REPORT MADE BY THE STATE 
officers is of greater value and interest 
than that of the comptroller general, Colo- 
nel W. A. Wright. His report for the year 
ending September 30, 1898, shows that, in 
the twelve months preceding, the state's 
receipts from all sources amounted to 
$3,121, 206.57. 

On October 1, 1897, the state had a bal- 
ance in its treasury of $422,246.20. 

The total payments by the treasurer for 
the year were $3,423,448, leaving a balance 
on the Ist day of this month of a little 
more than $120,000. 

The ‘tax rate for this year is higher than 
ever before, but it will be observed that the 
pfoperty on the digest is 52,000,000 less this 
year than it was in 1892. 

The report gives the following statement 
of the condition of the treasury:

The comptroller general suggests a com- 
p'ete revision of the tax laws of the state.’

He emphasizes this matter and makes a 


strong argument in favor of revision, which 
no doubt will bear fruit because it is a 
subject of great interest to thousands of 
taxpayers. On this subject Colonel Wright 
Says: : 


vitally affects our people and demands 
and should receive the most careful and 
intelityent consideration at the hands of 
the incomirg legislature. It being made 
by law the duty of the comptroller general 
to suggest in his annual report such im- 
provements in the revenue laws ag Lis ex- 
perience and observation may deem wise, 
I would respectfully recommend a revision 
of our entire code of tax laws. 

““Many of our laws are. conflicting, vague 
and difficult of construction, and almost 
impossible to harmonize one with the 
other. This is not to bs wondered at when 
it is remembered that they have been en- 
acted from time to time without due con- 
sideration of previous legislation affecting 
the same subject matter. Georgia has 
grown to be a great commonwealth and 
much of her revenue system igs old, im- 
perfect and entirely unsuited to her 
changed conditions. One if not the chief 
defect of our present system of taxation 
is the general tnequality of taxable values, 
whereby one citizen is taxed higher than 
his neighbor, and one county is taxed on 
a different basis from the adjoining coun- 
ties. While there igs no fairer or better 
method of taxation than the ad valorem 
system properly and justly executed, yet 
there is none more oppressive, unjust or 
unequal when loosely or imperfectly ad- 
ministered. The most objectionable fea- 
ture of our system and the one which pro- 
duces the greatest inequality, is the law 
which requires taxpayers to value their 
own property for taxation. We are all 
aware that equality or uniformity in val- 
ues cannot be attained when no two per- 
S0ng will agree as to the valuation of the 
Same ciass of property, and of course it 
must be apparent that the wider the dif- 
ference of opinion the greater the want of 
equality and uniformity in said values, 
This, of course, distributes the burdens of 
taxation unequally, and some system 
should be adopted to correct this evil. In 
addition to these inequalities in the assess- 
ments.of our property which so universally 
obtain, I beg to call attention to a yet 
greater evil which is as general as the 
one just alluded to. I refer to the return 
and assessment of such property as is 
termed invisible personal property, such as 
money, notes, accounts, stocks’and bonds. 


Property Which Escapes. 

“It is a generally known fact that this 
class of property, although representing 
a very large part of the wealth of this 
state, is not assessed or listed for taxation, 
and therefore the ‘holders thereof escape 
taxation altogether on this property. This 
report will show that the total value of 
stocks and bonds returned this year is 
$4,255,304; value of money, notes, accounts 
and obligations for money of all kinds is 
only $30,444,704, and the value of merchan- 
dise of all kinds is only $18,993,393. I am 
confident that if all such property could be 
reached and added to the tax digests it 
would increase our state assessments two 
hundred million dollars and thus decrease 
our tax levy 33 per cent, all of which can 
be accomplished by proper legislation with- 
out injustice to the holders of this class of 
property. I know that the universal pro- 
test of our people against the constantly 
increasing tax levies is not because of our 
appropriations for the education of their 
children. for they know that they get value 
received for the expenditure of every dol- 
lar of this mioney, nor on account of the 
liberal appropriations for pensions for the 
old and fast passing away veterans and 
widows of soldiers who gave their lives 
for their country, nor yet for the money 
expended in sustaining our noble charities, 
for this is but the discharge of a Christian 
duty and is pieasing in the sight of God. 
Nor is it because there is any complaint 
that every dollar taken from the pockets 
of the people by taxation has not been 
honestly accounted for, because a commit- 
tee composed of five of the most intelligent, 
conscientious and business men of the last 
legislature made a thorough investigation 
of the state’s expenditures and found but 
little to condemn. But these protests are 
because of the high rate of taxation grow- 
ing out of this want of uniformity and 
equality in the distribution of the burdens 
of taxation and which should be corrected 
without delay. I have given much careful 
and patient study to this question and be- 
lieve that if the iegislature will adopt my 
suggestions the evils alluded to can be cor- 
rected and most of the invisible property 
of the state made to bear its just propor- 
tion of the taxes of the state, and thus re- 
lieve land and other rea] estate from the 
heavy and unjust assessments which have 
been constantly increasing upon it to meet 
current expenses. 

Tax Commissioners Proposéd. 

“The large holders of invisible property 
are as a rule persons of large wealth and 
better able to contribute to the taxes of 
the state than farmers and small home- 
owners in our cities and towns, and should 
not be allowed to escape taxation. Alaba- 
ma has but recently passed an act provid- 
ing for the appointment of tax commission- 
ers for each county to remedy similar evils 
in that state, and my information is that 
millions of dollars have been listed for tax- 
ation that have been escaping taxation, 
and this, too, without a dollar’s expense 
to the state. I would therefore suggest 
that a similar law be passed with guch 
modification as May seem wise.’’ 

A recommendation is made that the wild 
land laws be amended and he suggests that 
the law be amended so that fi. fas. issued 
for taxes against property in the hands 
of receivers may be levied on the property 
if the taxes are not promptly paid, 

The comptroller general also recommends 
that the bonds of tax collectors and re- 
.ceivers be § ‘reduced. Now collectors 
and receivers have to give bond for’ one- 
third more than the estimated taxes of the 
entire county. As the state could not pos- 
sibly recover more than the coilector col- 
lects, it is recommended that the bond be 
reduced, as it costs a considerable sum to 
make the bond with surety companies,

Frosts having fallen throughout northern 
Alabama, Governor Johnston today or- 
dered the quarantine raised against all 
yellow fever infected points as far as 
the half of the state north of Calera is 
concerned. The embargo will be continued 
for some weeks in the southern half. 
Frosts have fallen in practically al] of 
the counties, but yellow fever was not 
dead here until this date last year and 
Several hundred cases developed _ after- 
wards, hence the precaution.

The receivers of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad have adopted plans and they 
are about ready to let the contract for 
a new $100,000 inbound freight station in 
Baltimore. The new building will be 600 
feet long, 42 feet wide and 6 stories high. 
It wil] occupy the site of the present in- 
bound station, which is on Eutaw street, 
between Camden and Barre streets. The 
new building will have a cold storage plant 
in the basement and the upper floors will 
be used as a storage warehouse, and all 
freight wil} be loaded and unloaded from 
wagons under cover.
